OTTAWA, Nov 16.—(CP) — Sen 
ator Norman McL Paterson (1 
Ontario) toid the Senate yesterday 
there would have to be “a moder 
ite decline in qur standard of liv 
ng and an improvement in the lot 
f the less fortunate” or “this dis 
parity ... will eventually lead to 
further trouble.”

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The Means Test Must Go 


The state of Washington has increased 
old age pension allowances. Hereafter the 
maximum pension will be $50 per month, 
payable where the pensioner has no other 
income. Men and women alike become 
eligible at 65 years of age. Where a mar- 
ried couple are both over the age limit, 
husband and wife are entitled to pensions. 

The point is not that this pension 
scheme is perfect, but that the payments 
are more liberal than they have been. This 
is in keeping with pension legislation 
wherever changes are being made, The al- 
lowances are always raised—never lower- 
ed. Canada should get in step. The present 
pension scale is out of line with the in- 
creased cost of living. The Washington 
maximum of $50 per month is the mini- 
mum on which a Canadian pensioner should 
be asked to subsist. 

One defect in the Washington scheme 

is that it perpetuates the tradition that a 
pension is a charity donation. The amount 
is reduced to the pensioner by the amount 
of any other income. The applicant must 
show that his income is less than the $50 
a month pension to qualify for ar. amount 
to bring his income up to $50 a month. 
Pensions are thus paid as relief money for 
the destitute or near-destitute, not as the 
satisfaction of a citizenship right. 


Canada should get away from that 
humiliating condition as the basis of pen- 
sion payment. Everyone reaching the age 
of 60 years should become automatically 
eligible for a pension of $50 per month at 
least, The well-to-do would pay back the 
money as income taxes and the country 
be nothing out. The difference would be 
that no one would have to plead poverty 
to a public official in order to get what 
he is as much entitled to as anybody else.

Part of Social Security 


No recent legislation has been the 
subject of more arrant misconception and 
ill-natured and even bitter comment than 
the Family Allowances Act of Canada. 
The payments have been called “baby 
bonuses” and other burlesque term8 and 
the implication is frequently and deliber- 
ately made that these allowances are not 
only useless but have some sinister polit- 
ical purpose behind them, 

One current criticism says that the 
measure is shown uSeless by an “almost 
daily increasing demand for child care in 
many forms. The needs of the young are 
not being met by cash grants.” 

This statement illustrates some of the 
appalling ignorance of the true intent of 
the act. 

No expert, so far as we can find out, 
has ever intimated that the cash allow- 
ance would or should meet all the child’s 
needs. The allowance merely purports to 
supplement community social services and 
make it vossible for parents to purchase 
extras with which to increase the family’s 
living standard. 


Family allowances do not replace com- 
munity services but are intended to accom- 
pany such things as nursery schools, meals 
at school, public health centres, community 
recreation centres, and similar community 
enterprises which look to the welfare of 
the child, 

Experience shows that social services 
depend upon an adequate family income. 
The advice of nutritionists, doctors, teach- 
ers and social workers can frequently only 
be followed by mothers who are able to 
buy proper food, clothing, etc. The family 
allowance enables mothers to do this for 
their children. 

Because the one thus supplements the 

other, Canadian social workers advocate 
both cash family allowances and social! ser- 
vices, The Canadian Association of Social 
Workers stated last year that the provi- 
sion of services instead of cash would be 
“a false alternative’, that “incomes and 
services are complementary, not alterna- 
tive” and that “Canada needs both, can 
afford both and should provide both”. 
_ Cash family allowances were proposed 
in Great Britain by the Churchill govern- 
ment as part of a system of national 
social services. And this is exactly what 
they are in Canada. 

As Sir John Anderson, formerly chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, pointed out, “the 
welfare services which cover many things 
besides meals at schools, do not dispose of 


ein. 


the arguments for cash allowances to 
parents”, 
Canada's family allowances are an 


essential part of Canada's program of so- 
cia] security. They make possible the prac- 
tical implementation of much social ser- 
vice work; they complement community 
services; they increase the purchasing 
power of the entire country and thus tend 
to elevate the living standard of every 
family.

Everybody’s Secret

present possession of the secret of the

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nations is going to guarantee the world 
against war. . 

It is true that only the United States 
holds all the details of its manufacture and 
that Canada and Britain can have these 
details if they want them. 

But newspaper correspondents who 
have canvassed the opinions of the 
scientists engaged in the bomb’s develop- 
ment have elicited the fact that it will only 
be a matter of time and experimentation 
until any nation can learn the secret. The 
process will be known, within a few years, 
to experts in many countries. 

Thus, William Stringer writes in The 
Christian Science Monitor: 


“There is not the slightest doubt 
but that any nation possessing adequate 
industrial facilities, manpower, raw 
materials and skillful natural scientists 
and technicians could evolve its own 
atomic bomb within the space of a few, 
say five, years. If the impression 
was conveyed by President Truman, in 
disclosing the atomic bomb to the 
world, that somehow the United States 
and Britain could contain this crucial 
secret for long, that impression must 
be altered at once. The contrary is in- 
escapable.” 

It still boils down to the old, old fact 
that the human race can escape destruc- 
tion, not by the ingenuity of its brain, but 
by the goodness of its heart. 


V—__—__ 
Canada Should Lead 
The tariff-raising items have been 


dropped from the budget that is before 
parliament. For that there is cause for 
genuine satisfaction. Because while not 
every person is directly interested in the 
duty on pipes and steel tubing, everyone 
is interested in whether the trend of our 
tariff is to be upward or downward. The 
inference from these clauses was that the 
trend was to be toward higher and not 
lower scales. 

The reason given for dropping these 
clauses is that there is now indication, 
absent a few weeks ago, that other coun- 
tries are to revise their tariffs downward; 
wherefore, Canada should do nothing to 
show disagreement with that most desir- 
able policy. 

It is to be hoped that this prospect of 
tariff-reductions on the part of other 
countries will materialize rapidly, and that 
the reductions will extend widely and cut 
deeply. Unless there is a world-wide eas- 
ing of these barriers it will be useless to 
expect the inter-nation flow of trade which 
is needful if we are to have either peace or 
prosperity. 

Canada should lead the way in this 
freeing of the channels of commerce, be- 
cause to no other country is the expansion 
of trade more essential. We got away toa 
bad start when the first peacetime budget 
carried proposals to increase the imposts, 
though the commodities to be affected 
were not numerous. 


Having cancelled those mis-conceived 
proposals, the Government would be well 
advised to go farther and make a start at 
dismantling our tariff walls. That would 
helpfully influence the cost of living in 
Canada, stimulate our trade abroad, and 
encourage other countries to take the same 
course.

Sonsil System 
For Reading | 
Is Explained) 


Fundamentals of the Turnley|} 
reading system and examples of its 
results were shown by Francis R. 
Turnley, the originator of the sys- 
tem, to about 150 persons who at- 
tended the meeting held in the! 
Masonic Temple Thursday night. 

Mr. Turnley explained that the 
whole of the English language is 
based on 313 “sonsils”. The word 
“sonsils” was originated by Mr. 
Turnley and is derived from the 
words “sound” and “syllables” 
Examples of “sonsils” are: ang, ale 
and ed, these being the basis of 
such words as bang and hang, bale. 
and sale, fed and led. 

He said that his system teaches | 
ehildren not so much from sight as 
from sound. i 

As examples of progress made | 
under this system and for instruc- 
tional purposes two classes of chil- 
dren, one of five-year-olds and 
other of six-yearolds, who have 
received from two to four months’ 
training, demonstrated their ability 
to read. 

Following this Mr. Turnley’s six- 
year-old daughter, Fern, gave a 
demonstration of what she had 
learned through her father. She} 
was able to read in her mind long 
sentences spelled as fast as possible 
by her father. The sentences were 
given to the father by members of 
the audience. 

She also answered numerous 
questions on geography that were 
asked by the audience, and showed 
a great knowledge of music. Mr. 
Turnley informed the audience that 
his daughter was absolutely normal 
and not a child prodigy. 

A government test class now is 
being tried out in a city school, in 
an endeavour to ascertain possibili- 
ties of the system.
